Coal Miners In the Wheeling District 
Out— Wloomy PrnnpeeU. 

Wheeling, W. Va., Oct. 5. -A fresh labor 
trouble lias t.roken out among the coal miu- 
ers in this vicinity, and one which affords 
good opportunity for a row. Indeed, there 
was a very narrow escape from a serious 
riot at tho Wheeling Creek mines. The 
cause of this new trouble, is as follows: 

About a week ago a committee of miners 
woisiiu- tor the 1'itist.urg & WiMaliag Coal 
company, waited upon the managers and in- 
formed tbern that tneir men had joined the 
National association, aud made the demand 
that a discharged workman, M.chael Mor- 
gan, bo reinstated, or ano.ber man lured in 
his place. Mr. Walters, ono of the superin- 
tendents, went to Cleveland and had a con- 
sultation with the directors, the rcsiUt of 
which was a determination to clos - all the 
mines of the company between Cleveland 
and Wheeling, and discharge the men, over 



This order went Into effect, and aU the 
mines belonging to the compay in Belmout, 
county, Ohio, opposite to this city, were 
shut down until non-union men can be ob- 
tained. At the Wheeling Creek mines two 
Italians refused to join the union and an- 
nounced that they would resume work, 
when tuey were set upon by a mob and nar- 
rowly escaped being killed. The uniou to 
which the miners belong is the National 
Amalgamation recently formed at Indian- 
apolis, and 'includes nearly all tbe coal 
mine hands in seven of the nins principal 
coal mining states.

niEDElMCX RASSAtrftSK. 

CnrciwHATl. Oct. 5. —At last the long ex- 
pected manage of sorrow baa flashed acroaa 
th* cable, and the friends of Frederick H&a- 
aaurek know that be has paaaed beyond this 
world of fufferlng and toil . 

He died tn Parts at 1 o'clock after an Ill- 
ness of several months For the past few 
weeks It has been known that recovery was 
impossible, and the friends of the dying man 
have been sorrowfully waiting the end. 

Col. Leopold Mark bruit was found a* his 
desk In the sub-treasury in the government 
building. Before him lay the fatal message 
which read as follows: 

"Paris, Oct. a 

"Col. Markbrelt: 

"Died one Saturday morning." 

No signature was attached. 

The reporter inquired of Mr. Markbrelt if 
any funeral arrangements had been made, 
to which that geutlemsn replied: "Not yet; 
but I suppose the body will be embalmed 
in Paris and sent here as soon as possible. " 

He went to Europe three years ago to ob- . 
tain a period of rest from labor and to effect 
a cure of bis disease, melanosis, but without 
success. Two surgical operation* have 
been performed on him, from the effects of 
the last which he died in Paris. He has 
been married three times, and leaves two 
children. 

There are four German newspapers in 
America that have given stamp and dignity 
to the Teutonic raoe in their locality. They 
are published respectively in New York, 
Chioago, St. Louis and Cincinnati. In the 
city last named the Volksblatt was the 
journal which took this place, and it was 
Fred. Haass urek who mads it In a popu- 
lation of 800,000 Cincinnati has 100,000 
citiaens of German descent There is, there- 
fore, scope for several Journals published in 
their language. 

For years the Germans of Cincinnati have 
been Republican, unless the temperance 
question comes up, or something else that 
does violence to their views of personal lib- 
erty. Mr. Haaaaurek turned them 
over to the Republican aide when that party 
was first organized. Previous to that they 
had been solidly Democratic. Ha wrought 
the change by hia eloquent 



by hia eloquent tongue and pen. 
d to listen to his speeches at first, 
ana even inreatened him with mob violence. 
On these occasions hia keen wit and quick 
resource* never failed to bring the meeting 
over to his side. Once in Kentucky, at the 
outbreak of the war, be attempted to address 
a meeting in connection with Chief Justice 
Chase. A great uproar arose, and Hassau- 
rek was called names and light seemed im- 
pending. He faced the mob and shoutod: 

"i b. s i who interrupt this meeting can 
not 1>e Democrats, for true Democracy ben- 
ore liberty of speech; they cannot be 
Americans, for Americans would not out- 



can liberty; still lees can they be Kentuck- 
lana, for the generosity and hospitality 
with which Kontuckians greet the stranger 
is proverbial." 

The hotting and oathi ohanged instantly 
to applause, and Mr. Hanaurek made bis 
speech amid respectful attention Once in 
Cincinnati a gang o. roughs stoned, egged, 
and dead-catted the speaker's platform. 
This time Haasaurek showed light He laid 
a revolver upon the table before him and 
declared be would shoot the first man who 
disturbed him. Nobodv disturbed him. 

Mr. Hasteurek was an Austrian by birth, 
of fine family. He was born in l«tW, and is 
consequently now only a little past fifty, far 
too young for so brilliant a scholar and 
writer to be dying. When only sixteen, at 
school, he plunged with all a boy's fiery self- 
forgetfuluei* into the German revolution of 
•48. The brave impracticable who led it 
were defeated and the youth fled to Amer- 
ica, The liborty-loviug spirit came with 
him, and he rushed with the old ardor into 
the contest against slavery, which was just 
Hi. -n beginuiug to lead up to the bitter end. 

Lincoln appoiutod him United States min- 
ister to Ecuador, and he thanked i h ■ presi- 
dent for giving him the "highest office in the 
gift of the government"— Quito being nearly 
ten thousand feet above sua level. 

Mr. Hassaurek wax an accornplishad lin- 
guist, spaakiuu' aud writing with elegant ac- 
curacy French, Hpauisb, Gorman, Ituliau 
and English. His English was better than 
that of most native born Atuerioaua. His 
ntreugth was both in tongue ami |> -n. Hi< 
wrote a poweriul novel, the "Secret of the 
Andes, " a look called "Four Years Among 
the Spanish Americans," and a volume of 
poems in German. His literary stylo was 
polished ami keen. 

His attention was early directed to the 
abuses and swindling to which emigrants 
used to be suhj (SSM on lauding In New 
York. He agitated the subject powerfully, 
and early and late, until the New York 
legislature rightel the wrong by law. 

When a youth he was very poor. His 
early struggles with iioverty jiej-Lake of the 
romantic.
